quate navy as a first line of defense, 
Mr. Taft declared, an arm y of halt 
a. million men th a t could be quick­ 
ly mobilized would be am ple for pro- 
iceUon.

Mr. Tart s address was marked by 
an avoidance 
of 
politics.

in it could be construed as partisan. 
He discussed contemporary national 
jelations of the United states only iii 
general term s, 
in his discussion of 
the possibility of 
aggression 
by

foreign power, 
he 
twice 
repeated 
that he had no particular nation in 
IU md. 
Mr. Taft was heartily cheered and 
applauded by the gathering. 
As he 
cnteied the banquet room, he was 
roundly 
applauded, 
and 
when he 
rose after the graceful introduction 
of Toastm aster Gearge 
W. 
Burton 
the banqueters were on 
their 
feet, 
cheering and waving napkins. At his 
prs', reference to the 
necessity 
of 
Bone adequate system

was another outburst of ap­ 
plause. 
Mr. Taft talked something over an 
hour, bringing his address to a close 
ai 11145. 
Mr. Taft was down on the program 
for a speech on “ The Signs of tile 
Times,” but he opened his address 
by announcing his intention to depart 
Irom the subject announced. 
“ I shall talk,” he said, “ upon a 
subject of the 
greatest 
importance 
to this country— our world reiation- 
thips. I shall try 
to tell io u 
what 
ihose relationships are, 
w hat 
they 
aught to be, and what they may be­ 
come under present conditions.” 
W ar a Shock 
“This present w ar” , 
the former 
president continued, “ has shocked 
us all. We had 
thought, 
perhaps, 
that such a conflict was 
practically 
impossible in our state of civilization. 
Perhaps we had felt that the arm a­ 
ment* of Europe would act as a de­ 
terrent to a great war between the 
powers. We were when In the begin­ 
ning of August, 1914, there came the 
news that all Europe had plunged 
int 
that dreadful 
cataclysm 
thai 
toreatens all of our Christian civil­ 
ization. 
“It was shortly after 
that 
time 
that a number of gentlemen met at 
the Century club in New York. All of 
them had done prom inent service in 
the work for world peace. They were 
publicists, international 
jurists, men

their opinions on such a subject.” 
Mr. Taft mentioned the names of

ence, so that when the United States 
comes into that gathering as one of 
the great powers, we may have some­ 
thing constructive to propose to make 
"a r less probable. I use th at exprcs- 
feion with care. We are not propos­ 
ing a panacea, a cure-all, but som e­ 
thing that we hope will act as a re­ 
p a i n t aiJ(j preventative 
iii circum ­ 
stances which might otherwise bring

NEW YORK, Dec. 21.— Spain may 
be preparing to enter the war on thej 
side of the Teutonic allies, for the 
purpose of retaking Gibraltar f oui 
the British and annexing Portugal to 
the Spanish kingdom. 
Rumor from Gibraltar 
that 
the 
Spanish army is to be re-equipped 
with Remington in place of Mauser 
rifles, coincide with New’ York re­ 
ports that Spain has deposited here 
$30,000,000 with which to purchase 
w’ar supplies from American firms. 
The two statements, coming from in­ 
dependent sources, tend to confirm 
each other. 
They indicate the possi­ 
bility that the war may spread from 
southeastern 
to 
southwestern Eu-, 
rope, if Spain is allowed to receive 
the supplies she has ordered in the 
United States. 
It is highly improbable that the; 
Spaniards are innocently intent sim­ 
ply on substituting one type of rifle 
for another. 
The demand for alp 
American made war implements is at 
present so insistent •hat Spain must 
pay extravagant prices for what she 
wants. 
By waiting until the end of, 
the war, the cost Would probably be 
fifty per cent less than now. Spain 
has suffered severe economic losses 
during the war; and it is not prob­ 
able the government at Madrid w ould! 
tolerate 
extravagant 
expenditures, 
and face the necessity of imposing 
new high taxes, unless the require­ 
ments were urgent. 
Not iii Danger of Attack 
Spain is iii no danger of suffering 
at attack by any of the belligerents. 
Her immediate need for 
new 
arms, 
therefore, suggests 
that 
offensive ’ 
plans are maturing at King Alfonso’s 
court. 
The Spaniards may have con­ 
cluded either that Germany will win 
the war or that the end will be a con­ 
dition of general exhaustion permit­ 
ting Spain to advance at the last mo­ 
ment and seize Portugal and Gibral­ 
tar. 
Portugal has a secret offensive and 
defensive treaty with Great Britain. 
under the terms of which the Portu- 
guest army was placed at Great B rit­ 
ain's disposal when the Boer mutiny 
in South Africa broke out last year. 
It Is generally understood that ’n 
return the British government pledg­
